Such are { disturbing
weningt the pending nmendment—the Northeru
Abolttion (noatice of the school of Wendell
‘illips, the wenk-kneed roformers repre-ented
by Greeley, the old bhide-bound Northern Demo-
cralic lewders, thoold ruling olass of the Rebil
States, President Johngou and tne hold-over
Dred SBeott expounders of the Supreme Court,
There disturbing clements, o many things con-
fHoting, and arising out of dilferent objects, are
all working together for delay in the scttlement
of our existing troubles, Phillips and Greoley
desire 1o sucriize the amendment in order to
secure upiversal negro suffmee; Vallundigham
and the Seymonry, Wade Hampton. and all the |
old Bouthern pontical mapagers still remaining
on hand, together with the Administration, arve
laboring to defeat the amendment, beeause, 1f
adopted, it will mangorate a pew dispensation
and an entirely new organization ull parties,
and because under President Johnson and the
Supreme Court the hope s cherished of still
another reign of the Bourbons, Siate richts,
slavery and nll.  Thusit i= that the main body
of the donnnant party in Congress Is confronted
on avery side by hosthie factions, and this,
among other dangers, this dominant party 18
{hreatened with disgensions and divisions which
encournge sl these opposing forees 10 hoid
Lhelr ground.

How g Congre:s to bhallle and overthrow nll
these opposing combinations ? Not by delay
not masterly innetivity s for this s thelr game,
Not by hedging and ditehine to the end of
President Johnuson's term of office: for that is
Lis policy and thelrs, to bring the Rebel States,
us they stand, into Coneress and the noxe
Presidential eleotion, under a decree from the
suprame Court, There remains (o Congress,
then, only the policy of poshing torough the
amendment as the bazls of Southern restora-
tion; nud ns it is now mude maniltest that the
nmoendment mainly blocked by President
folnson, his impeachment and removal will
became the drst apd the muln question with the
new Congress whieh meots in March, Whnt-
everelse Congre-s may deem necessaty in the
wiuy of reconstruction, the securities of this
amentdment must be xed In the Constitution,
Otherwise, with Soutbern restoration a repufia-
tion party will at once be developed North sod
Bouth. It is nnted that Chief Justice Clinse
and Greeley favor & compromise on negro sif-
froge with the President; we know that Phillips
goes fur his lmpeachment (0 secure HeLro
suffrage; but there ¢un be vo sseurity for wny-
thing sbhort of the adoption of this nwendm»nt.
How the Republitnns now stand in the two
Houses upon this question we capnvoc tell, but
with the meering ot the now Congresa frosh
from the people we expeet that, mainly in
behalf of this pending nwendmect us the greut
Issue of the recont clectuons, the impeachinont
will ‘be pushed to ibe removal ol President
Johnson,

Upon this line there will be foree and con-
slstency in the ympeashment: but in diverging
to negro sullrage s (he only lssae Lo be sebled,
as the oply security needed for the future,
Wendell Phillips, ns of old, is sunin playing

111, The Federal Government was thon wholly
in the hands of the Democratic party, save thst
the Honre of Bepresentatives was tied —Willinm
Peppington (mwoderate Republicun) having ot
fength been chosen s Bpeaker by one muajority.
Hut in no single department did that Govern-
ment oppose any earnest resistance to accession,
Fresideut Buchanan, ia bhis messace of Deocm-
ber 3, 1800, squarely proclaimed thut Oongross
hand no right to use foroe Lo pievent the withe-
drawal of a State from the Upion, nor 1o com-
pel hert to yield obedience to ite laws, To do
this, he argued, would be 1o make wor on a
Mate, which Congress had no  econstitutlonnl
power to do, (See “American Conflict,” Vol, |
p. 370.) This proclamation of nationnl anar-
chy was backed by a {ormal opluion from his
Demooratic  Attorney-General, Jereminh 8,
Black, who was afterward e Se wetary of State,
who aftirmed that the vee of nrmed men Lo en-
force the laws, in the exlstime starelof things,
would be “wholly illegal.” He further urged
Lt on atfenpt to make & sceeded State fulfl
her Pederal obligntons “would be, ipao faoeto,
ny expulson ol such State trom the Uniop.”

IV, Durtng thal memorable winter Demo-
cratic conventions were hold in sovernl States—
that in this State (beld m Tweddle Hall,
Albany, Jonuary 81, 1861) being oue of the
ablest nnd strongest that wne ever gonvened,
But lrom none of these conventions, nor from the
Democraes in Congress, nor from (he thowsand
10 fitteen hondred Demoerstic Journals pub-
lglied in the country, was n voloe raised in

VI, Mr. Limcoln was foaveurated on (he dth
of Moreb, 1861; and bis Inaogearal Address was
mainly devoted to the menlention of doetrines
reparding secossion and ecoercion the expct
opposites of Méessrs, Buchanan and Black's,
Mr. Lincoln wus well known to hold (ss we did
and do) rhe right of the people to modify or
change thelr form of government ns  tran-
seeoding all written constitutions or churters:

| but he, with great clearness and cogency, yet in

pericet kindoees, demonstrated thata Prestdent
sl to the ntmodt limit of his ablity, cause
the laws of the Unton to be respected and
obeyed iun every State and Territory—that,
should n colllsior forces yes<ult, his position
woulid be striotly defonsive and conservulive—
that the consequent war would be muade upon
hiim, not by him. Never wasg & manpiiesio more
tirm und lucid; pever was one less rrliatinge,
Either s doctrives were sound, or any Stite
might at any tine dissolye the Union. Yet, of
the fve hundred Democrstic journal: within our
reach, wit bielieve vo single one wpproved and
sustuiped the positions of Mr. Lincoln.

VIi. Throughout that winter and the enstuine
spting, ull the orgung of Democratic opinion
within our observation reprobated My, Lincoln
and the Republicans asdistorbers and disunion-
iste, hbecause of their intent to oppose force by
furce, if that should become necesssry 1o main-
tain the intoerity and authority of the Union.

We cnn reeall o instiaice of Democratic repuke |

1o those who were openly, ostentationsly con-
gpiring and arming to resigt the Union, which
they procigimed already dissolved.

VIII. A Confederncy of the éeceded Siates
baviug been formed, leading Norlhern and
Western Democrats openly andvocatiod the seces-
gion of thely geveral Stares from the Unlon and
thelr secession to the Southern Confederacy.
“I1the Unjon 15 to be aissolved,” sasd Juidae
George W, Woodward (ODemocrabie candidate
for Governor fn 1863), “1 want the line to run
north of Pesnsylviona”  Ex-Governor Rodman
M. Price, of New Jersoy, wrote and printed =
letter  elaborately urging thint New Jersoy
should torthwith umite her fortunes with those
of the slavenolling Copfederney, (See it in
“Ameriean Confliet,” volume I, p. 430.) And
ex Governor Horatio Seymour, of this State, pri-
vitely nrgued thar New York should hikewis:
unite with that Confederacy whose bead wis
Jetlopson Davis, 1t was ueld by leading Demo
crats that the Union might thoes be recon-
structed without bloodshed or convulsion—only
New Eoglaud, and perbaps two or thiee of the
more fepatical States the Northwest, belneg
extluded thereirom, upaceeptable to our
Southern brethron,

IX. Actunl hostilities were commeneed by the
Rebels—nol by firfug on Fort Samier,
often asserted, and as Pollayd now pretends,
bl mouths betore, while Mr. Buchansn wis vet
President,. They selzed and approprinted the
torte, arsennls, armories, ordnupee, arms, muni-
tions, custom-houses, post-olfices, sub-treasurias,
1., througbom nearly halt the Uuion, withonot
i #ndow ot resistance—hnis Demociutie Secre.
taries of War and the Treasury helng conspicu-
oug, active disunionists, and he himself, with
mort of s counsellors, playthinegs in  their
hande. Belore Texas wias oat of the Union,
necording to Rebel compuiation, the bulk of
our little srmy had been betrayed by its com-
munder, General Twi and surrendercd to
three Rebel Commissioners—Feb, 18, 1801 —a
fortpight before Mr, Buchanan went out of
othice, If ever a Government torbore 1l sitten
on both chevks, and till tobaceo juice had been
Epit into He eves, that did the Federal Govera-
ment belore grapplivg with the slaveboldors'
Rebelllon,  And yet, from first to last, the
Democratie jonruals and canvisgers represented
the war for the Unlonr ns waged by Mr. Linvoln
and the Republieaus, and pssuted that the
Rebels were assulled and  standiog ou the
defenusive!

X. Democratle protests aad vemonstrances,
yublle sud private, against the war w8 cruel,
!'E‘u!l':t'llial. wicked, revolting, abhorrent, ete.
ete,, wers abundant throughout the stragels:
not ope of them, o far us we can recollect, ad-
dressed to the Rebel ehiefs, but al! sassuming
bt Mr, Lincoln and the R }nnlﬂwuna were
wiging hostilitles needlessly, W not wantonly,
and might have an honornble peace whenever
they would., Thomas H. Seymwouor, of Connecti-
cut, woe the author of one of the earliest of
these paralyzing missives: and be was nomi-
puted by weclamation by the Pemocrats of Con-
necticut as their candidute for Governor in 1963,
, 8nd bi« election enthusigstically supported by
| the pariy.

X1, In this eity, one of our Democrale jour-
nuls, the Dally News, was an open, unguahlod
contemner of the war on our side and ehamplon
of the Rebellion, from first to Tust, It did its
best to prevent enlistments inthe Unlon armies,
culogized the Rebel ehlefs, aud proclaimed that
they could never boe subdued; systematioully
magnified thelr successes ond donied or belittled
thelr reverses: and was well onderstood to be
their stipendinry and tool. In full view of these
fucts, its editor was In 1562 made the regular
Democratic candidate for Congress in one of our
strong Demoeratic districts, running on the
same ticket with Governor Seymour and re.
celving near!y the full vote or his party: and he
has since been chosen by that parby to a seat in
our State Benate,

XIL. As to the proposilions, speeches, aots
and votes of Vallandlgham, Bayard, Bright,
May, Josh.

It s evident that the reconslrugtion question
15 not waking hendway in Coneress, Two-
thirds of the sdssion are over, and the Consti-
tutlonul amendment atill stands the only autho-
rlzéd and tangible form ol sectional adjustmont.
Deninds of Jte sufficleney have boen heard fo
both Houses, but in nelther has a single slep
been fnken in the direction of its ropudiation,
Mr. Sumuper’s resolations explanatory of the
principles whioh in his judgment should

govern reconstruction, rost on the table of a
sette Commitwee.  In the other branch an
indebinite number of mlis huye been introduced,
all pointing to reconstruction on u rivhicnl basis,
but fndicating by their ditferences the srest
diversity of opinion that prevails amoog those
who deem the amendment teo moderats or 1ne
occasion,  Mr. Stevens, Mr. Asbley, and the
asuthors of the hall-dozen other reconstruction
bills o1 which we have beard, agres <imply i
vogard 1o ‘she lusulliclency ot the amendment,

The moment they attempt to ¢embody thels
views i specltic provisions, the contrariety of
opinion touching the means 1o Lbe employed
becomes apparent. The Jeust objectionabie of
il these measires —the bill to estanlisn g loysal

Mr, Stevens ot the fnstonce of representative
menirom that S:ate hns seemungly been droppoed,
Al any rate, 1t hus mude no sign sinee the
moment of Its introduction, and e sponsar

These are not sizps of change or n-
urmity of purpose, They in no degréo yaply an
abutewent of the determination of Coneress 1o
retan the settloment of the questiop in it 0w
bunds, or a reltnguishment of it resolve to exaoct
elbelent gupruulees ye conditions precedent of
restorntion,  They merely show that the purly

nuve rarined At in every ease by large majori-
ties, Pennsylvanin, Nevads, and California
wil as surely roatify it betove the session cloae
more than completing three-fourths of the
states which now con pose the Goverument ot
the Unlon, A pian which i thus jndisputubly
indorsed by the people whom the majority in
Congress represent, cannot with proprnesy be
superseded by other measures, In the majority
of the States, ratitdeation hns tnken place in
tull view of the rejection of the amendment by
vhe South. Al that Copgress has been gsked
to consider asa reason lor going further than
tho awendment, wins known by the Northern
Lemslatures antecadent to ralitication

They have, however, in good faith given effet
to the declared will ot their constituents, and it
15 not probable that the Congres<ional mujority
will recede from the position, or adyance bivonil
i, withowt & more satisfactory discusyion of the
general queston than bas yet been had., The
provisions of the amendment commend them-
selves to the fudement of the people—so much
I¢ certuln, Tuey may not cover the entr
ground.
